New Year's day of 185] was a remark- 


able day in the arctic regions. On the 
side of Baffin Bay, the naval expedition, 
consisting of the English ships ''Reso- 
lute," "Assistance," "Pioneer," and 
"Intrepid," manned by 180 officers and 
men, had pushed into the ice until caught 
by the icy grip of winter under Griffith 
Island. Not many miles from there, in 
a small bay in North Devon, two handy 
little brigs, under Capt. W. Penny, lay 
securely housed in. Close to these last 
vessels another English craft was winter- 
ing under the command of Admiral Sir 
John Boss. An American party, under 
Lieut. DeHaven, had pushed up to Grif- 
fith Island in the "Reserve" and "Ad- 
vance" in 1850; but, being unprepared 
for wintering, they tried to escape the 
frozen grip of an arctic winter. 


The darkest period of an arctic winter 


is from about the 10th of December to 
about the 6th of January, whereas the 
lowest temperatures usually occur in 
February, when there is considerable 
twilight, and, in those latitudes of which 
•ie are writing, a little sunlight, the sun 
having reappeared on the 3d. Few but 
the dwellers in those high latitudes can 
understand the joy with which the return 
of that bright luminary was hailed. 
That it should not become warm direct- 
ly the sun rose waa vexatious to those 
not gifted with patience; and many a 
one sighed at seeing the thermometer on 
February 21st registering 00" below the 
freezing point. 


Arrangements 
connected with the 


traveling operations of the coming spring 
were now entered upon ; early in March, 
therefore, Capt. McClure ordered a 
whale boat to be carried on sledges to 
the Princess Eoyal Island, and a depot 
established of 3 month's victualling of 
the entire crew; so that should the ship 
even be destroyed in thecoming summer, 
,\ portion if not all the people might es- 
cape to the Mackenzie River or Barrov 
Strait. With this depot o£ provisions 
record was placed, stating by whom an 
why it was established. April brough 
a rapid increase of sun, light and heat 
Embankments of snow were removet 
daylight admitted below, and tbe walk 
of the officers became more extended 
Sledge parties were started out in variou 
directions over the ice in search of Frank 
lin, as well as to communicate the "In 
vestigator's" position to any ships tha 
might be near there. Each sledge was 
to take a separate course. 


Imprisoned as they had been for a long 


and dark winter, left to their own re 
sources entirely for health, food and 
amusement, rationed upon the course o 
salt beef and salt pork, varied with oc 
casional preserved meat to check the 
slow but certain march of scurvy, thej

were now sent to travel upon snow ani 
ice, each with 200 pounds of drag, which 
could not be left behind, for it comprised 
food, fuel, raiment, sledge and tent. I: 
they should feel cold, they must be pa- 
tient, for until they return to the ships 
there will be no fire to warm them 
Should their parched tongues cleave to 
their mouths, they must swallow snow 
to allay their thirst, for water there is 
none. Should their health fail, pity is 
all that their comrades can give them, 
for the sledge must move on its daily 
march. If hungry, they must console 
themselves by looking forward to being 
better fed when the traveling is over, for 
the rations are necessarily, in sledge 
journeys, weighed off to an ounce. In 
short, from the time they leave the ship 
until their return to it, the service is but 
one of suffering and privation which calls 
for the utmost endurance and most zeal- 
ous energy. 


We left Capt. Collinson with the "En 


terprise" in the Pacific ocean. He reach- 
ed the latitude of Icy Cape as late as the 
22d of September, 1850, having made a 
long and circuitous passage from the 
Sandwich Island. 
The pack ice was 


there met, and with winter closing in, 
the prospect of rounding Cape Barrow 
that year was at an end. Having win- 
tered in Behring Strait, the "Enterprise" 
prepared to push into the ice, and on the 
29th of July, 1851, she rounded point 
Barrow with some difficulty, and then 
following the American shore on the 
foot-steps of tho "Investigator," where 
we will leave her straggling with the 
many dangers of that shoal coast uotil 
we finally find her in 1851-52, wintering 
amongst tbe Esquimaux of Wellington 
and Victoria Land which faces the 
American shore in Dolphin aud Union 
Strait. 


Between the 25th of April and 5th of 


May the signs of approaching summer 
increased rapidly with those wbo were 
on board the "Investigator." One day 
a small lemming was caught, and its fur 
having changed slightly, from pure white 
to a faint brown, was a prognostication 
relied on of the snows being about to 
melt. The v«ssel was now caulked and 
painted, hatchways opened to dry long 
accumulated damp between decks; the 
holds were restowed, and lastly a close 
examination of the crew was made by 
the surgeon of the ship, and its result 
was most satisfactory. 


All the sledge parties had returned,to 


the ship and made their reports. It is 
July in Prince of Wales Strait, the sum- 
mer season of latitude 70D north. The 
"Investigator" has bent sails, hoisted up 
her boats, and keen eyes from the mast- 
head watch the daily increase of water, 
which is detaching the floe from either 
shore. The russet tints of the land on 
both shores have replaced the tiresome 
white of whiter; the ravens are again 
silent and the waters only run in modest 
trickling streams. Here and there along 
the edge of some deep cleft in the land' 
the white streak of a pigmy glacier shows 
where the summer heats cannot pene- 
trate ; but on sunny slopes, or in shel- 
tered valleys the modest Flora of the 
North spreads her short-lived store- 
lichens and moss—in rich profusion of 
species and color. Tne lovely golden 
June of (he anemone and poppy, the pur- 
ple blossomed saxifrage and white flow- 
erets of the London-pride, appear inter 


laced with the rich green of the ground- 
willow, and rose-tinted leaves of sorrell, 
all relieve the wanderer's eye and carry 
him back with softened feeling to some 
nook in his own dear land, where the 
(lowers and trees and herbs, though far 
surpassing in loveliness those before him, 
are yet not half so much appreciated. 


The plover, phalarope, here nurse their 
young untroubled by man. Around the 
margins of the pretty lakes formed by 
melting snow, upon the terraces, wild 
fowl of many sorts—the king and com- 
mon eider, the pintail duck and the Brent 
goose—form their principal nests, in spite 
of the prowling'fox and boatswain-bird, 
the former in quest of the parent and 
the latter of the eggs. And then along 
the face of some beetling cliff, which 
fronting to the south, gives good prom- 
ise of having water early at its base, 
clouds of shrieking gulls, kitH-wakes and 
burgomasters, hold a noisy parliament. 
There was no night to overshadow this 
scene. The sun rose high during the 
day along the southern half of the hea- 
vens, and sloped without setting towards 
the north until midnight. There was no 
darkness now, as during the winter there 
had been no light. Yet it must not be 
supposed that in the Arctic regions there 
is not a perceptible division of the day 
into that portion of it intended for labor 
and that for rest. Between the hours of 
eight in the evening and four in the 
morning, in spite of the sun sweeping 
through the heavens, there is a percepti- 
ble change; the light is more subdued 
the tints of land and sea less strong 
shadows less marked, the bird? go as 
naturally to roost as if it was dark, and 
Nature is evidently reposing. Nothing 
can be more lovely than this Polar night 
which is not night, or, as it has been 
Beautifully described: "The long mild 
iwilight, which, like a silver clasp, unites 
to-day with yesterday, when morning 
and evening sit together, hand in hand, 
>eneath the starless sky of midnight." 
They who have once looked at such a 
andscape can never forgetit, and though 
wrhaps the penalties attached to a visit 
;o these scenes may serve to check en- 
.husiasm upon the subject of their at- 
tractions, yet those least susceptible to 
.he impressions of the wonderful and 
>eautiful, must, when standing among 
lie marvels of these distant regions, have 
felt emphatically the truth of those elo- 
juent sentences in our Bible in which 
the Creation is described, and every 
phase of it declared to be good and per- 
'ect.

Henry S. Ives Dead, 


CONSUMPTION CABBIES OFF THE "NA- 


POLEON OF FINANCE." 


ABBEVILLE, N. C., April 17.—Henry 


S. Ives, the "Napoleon of Finance," 
died here to-night. Mr. Ives reached 
Asheville about two months ago from 
Florida in an almost dying condition, 
and has hardly left hia bed since. 


He leased a splendid residence in the 


suburbs, and lived quietly with his wife 
and a few servants. The cause of death 
was consumption. 


Henry S. Ives was one of the moat re- 


markable meteors that flashed across 
the financial firmament of this country. 
He well earned the title o£ the Jack 
Sheppard of Wall street much better 
than his one time cognomen of the Napo- 
leon of Finance. 


While in Ludlow Street Jail in New 


York as a result of his marvelous loot- 
ing of the Cincinnati, Hamilton & Day- 
ton Eailroad he gave an apt description 
of himself in conversation with an ac- 
quaintance who called to see him. 


While he was undergoing those re- 


stricted conditions of life which unob- 
tainable hail enforced, this visitor said 
to him: 


"Mr. Ives, I heard an old-time com- 


panion of yours speaking about you very 
unkindly yesterday. In the course of 
conversation be said that he knew you 
when you cleaned out the spittoons in 
tbe office ot Harper Brothers, the pub- 
lishers." 


"Ah, yes," said Ives, "I remember it 


well; but he must confess that I cleaned 
them out well and since then I have 
been cleaning out everything that I have 
struck." 


That anecdote was the keynote to the 


man's character. When scarcely out of 
his teens he managed to fail witli liabil- 
ities 417,000,000, and attempted to satis- 
fy his deluded creditors with a settle- 
ment of five cents on a dollar. 


His first venture as a railroad wrecker 


was in connection with the Mineral 
Bange Railway, au obscure route, which 
he used as a basis for the formation of 
his notorious Cincinnati, Hamilton & 
Dayton Railroad scheme, and thereby 
managed to carry to a successful issue 
the most stupendous scheme of railroad 
robbery known in the history of the 
world, not excepting Jay Gould's theft 
of the Erie Railroad. 


For his part in this undertaking he 


was arrested, together with his associate, 
Staynor. charged with conspiracy, and 
they were held in such heavy bail that 
they were unable to procure their re- 
lease, and pending trial were confined 
for a long time in Ludlow Street Jail, 
where their alleged condition of bank- 
ruptcy did not prevent them from pay- 
ing $2oO weekly for the comforts of their 
prison life. 


Ives was subsequently brought to trial 


before Recorder Smyth and was defend- 
ed by Lawyer Charles W. Brooke, and 
the conOict which ensued was so bitter 
that the Judge ou several occasions 
threatened to commit Ives* council for 
contempt of court. 


The jury disagreed and the case was 


never brought to a second trial, the in- 


outletof the Strait, by which the exist- 
ence of a north-west passage had been 
discovered, wore round upon her keel, 
set all sail, and sped rapidly to the south- 
west, passing Princess Royal Island for 
the last time. The officers and crew 
were astonished to find not a particle of 
ice was to be Diet with; the 17th of Au- 
gust found them passing the majestic 
cliffs of Nelson Head, the southern ex- 
treme of Banks Land. On the 18th of 
August the ships had made the extraor- 
dinary distance, in such a latitude, of 
300 miles, without being oncecheeked by 
ice. 
The pack on this day was seen 
hanging in a heavy body in the south- 
west, leaving, however, a lane of six 
miles about, of clear water between it 
and the shore. 


Capt. McClure had already counted 
upon extending his voyage to the north 
ot Melville Island, and then striking for 
some Strait or Sound leading into Baffin 
Bay. 
On the night of the 20tn of August 


however, a sudden and remarkable 
change took place. They had just cross- 
ed Burnet Bay, within Norway and Ro- 
3illard Island, when the coast suddenly 
became as abrupt as a wall; the water 
was very deep within 400 yards of the 
cliffs. The laneof water had diminished 
to 200 yards in width where broadest, 
md even that space was much hamper-' 
"A by loose pieces of ice aground or 
idrift. Any attempt to force the frail 
ship against such ice was of course mere 
'oily. If the ice at such a time had set 
n with its vast force against the sheer 
cliff, nothing, they all felt, could have 
saved them; and nothing in the long 
ale of Arctic research is flner than the 
cool and resolute way in which all, from 
the Captain to the youngest seaman of 
this gallant band, fought their way inch 
by inch round this frightful coast. 


On the 29th of August a sudden move- 


ment took place, a floe struck a huge 
mass to which the ship had been secur- 
sd; and, to the horror of tbose on 
ward, such was the enormous power 
exerted, that the mass slowly reared it- 
elf on its edge, close to the ship's bows 
until the upper' part was higher than 
he fore-yard, and every moment ap- 
>eared likely to be the ship's last; for 
he ice had but to topple over, to sink 
ler and her crew under its wei'ht."

Hia 
figure then was slim, his face beardless 
and his eyes dimmed by gold-banded 
spectacles. 


He was then the perfect image of a

Yet he possessed a 
shrewdness of mind which enabled him 
to obtain possession of insignificant rail- 
roads and make people believe that these 
routes could lie made important links 
between great lines of traffic, and thus 
bring about the entrusting of large sums 
of money to his precarious charge. 


Even while he was in prison his fertile 


mind was engaged in the development 
of a mammoth financial scheme which 
would have excited the admiration of 
Montague Tigg. 


He had in contemplation obtaining 


the control of a series of small banks in 
New York, Philadelphia and Boston, 
which, by a system of exchanging or 
"kitting" checks, would be enabled to 
convince the money world of the appar- 
ently enormous financial hacking o£ Ives 
and his associates. With this as a begin- 
ning, he proposed gaining control of one 
of the largest insurance associations in 
the world, with a reserve fund of iHO,- 


The Project of Holding a Southern 


Exposition in Baltimore. 


The recent interview published in the 


Sun with Mr. Richard H. Edmonds, 
editor of the Manufacturers' .Record, as 
to the advantages of holding a great 
Southern exposition in Baltimore in 1897, 
the centennial year of the incorporation 
of the city, has brought forth letters in- 
dorsing the project from Governor Nor- 
then, of Georgia, Governor Fishback, of 
Arkansas and Governor Hogg, of Texas. 


Governor Northen's letter is as follows: 
"I take pleasure in commending the 
undertaking to have a great Southern 
exhibition at Baltimore in 1897, for the 
double purpose of celebrating the cen- 
tennial of the incorporation of the city 
and exhibiting Southern resources and 
development. I think that the plan will 
rjrove especially helpful to the Southern 
(states—following up the Atlanta exhibi- 
tion of 1893 with a great exhibition in 
Baltimore two years thereafter. 
Your 
city has long been the representative 
metropolis of the South. It is, there- 
fore, a fit place for such an exhibition, 
and its location will be very largely in its 
favor, as it is between the two great di- 
visions of the country, and will help to 
bring the two sections nearer in com- 
merce, interests and feeling. I hope 
and surely expect, that the effort will be 
successful, and I am aure that your city, 
full of enterprise, will make the under- 
taking a success, and thus assist in the 
rapid development of the South." 


Counting A Quorum. 


The House has adopted by a large 


majority a rule requiring two tellers 
to be appointed by the Speaker before 
calling the roll on any question, which 
tellers shall count enough members who 
are present but fail to vote to make, with 
those voting, a quorum. During the day 
the rule waa put into practice and secur- 
ed the desired result. Ex-Speaker Reed 
seemed to think the adoption of the rule 
a vindication of his autocratic and un- 
precedented course during the Fifty-first 
Congress, but the Democrats take a dif- 
ferent view. 
The Democrats affirm 


that there is much difference between a 
rule formally adopted by the House re- 
quiring tellers to count aquorunand a 
rule evolved arbitrarily out of the head 
of the Speaker by which the Speaker 
himself did the counting. It is to be 
added that the rule is adopted now by 
this Democratic majority only because 
tho whole republican minority conspired 
to secure Mr. Reed this seeming vindica- 
tion. All the business of the House was 
blocked for this sole purpose, not because 
the matters under consideration were 
objectionable to the Republicans. The 
latter have desired, under tress of their 
record, to see traditional usage changed, 
while the Democrats, more conservative, 
preferred the old way. In itself the new 
principle is a reasonable one. The ma- 
jority should rule. The Senate should 
adopt a like method of arriving at a 
vote.-Balto, iiun.

THE Postmaster of Louisville has

If you ask the first of these two men 


why he let his farm go down, be will no 
doubt tell you that he bad too much 
work and could not afford to hire a 
hand to do it. If yon ask tbe second 
one bow he keeps everything on hie 
farm in such good repair, be will say 
that when he sees that a thing needs bis 
attention it gets it promptly. 
"A 


stitch in time saves nine," is bis motto. 


Tbe man who receives any pecuniary 


benefit from his land is tbe one who is 
most attentive to its wants. 
In the 


first place be will study bis soil. He 
will ascertain whether deep or shallow 
plowing is best for his soil. This once 
learned, be will be governed by this in- 
telligence. He next puts it in tbe best 
possible order to receive tbe seed by 
thoroughly harrowing or cultivating it. 
Tbe next question that confront* him 
is: What fertilizer is best adapted to 
my soil, and what variety of seed will 
yield best? This is a question which 
too many farmers never think of. They 
say that tbe fertilizers and seed which 
my father used are good enough for me, 
or something equally &s absurd. They 
do not think, in fact, many of them do 
not know that it is better to change 
fertilizers and seed occasionally. Seed 
sown and re-sown on tbe eame soil will 
run out in a little time. After the ques- 
tion of seed and fertilizer bas been set- 
tled another question ot equal import- 
ance arises. It is this: Which is tbe 
better, early or late planting and uow- 
ing ? That depends partly on tbe nat- 
uie of tbe soil and partly on toe season. 
On some soil early planting and sowing 
will not grow a good crop It tbe season 
is favorable; on tbe other hand, on 
some soil late planting and sowing will 
not grow a good crop if tbe Mason is 
favorable. This, however, can be read- 
ily ascertainedby observation. 


We frequently see farms that are 


farmed year after year and all taken off 
that can be gotten and nothing re- 
turned. You might as well work your 
bosses every day throngh all kinds of 
weather without feeding them, as to 
take all from your farm and return 
nothing. It will pay you as well. We 
often bear farmers say that they cannot 
grow wheat at the present extremely 
low price. This is true, but the next 
best thing Is to grow less wheat and 
•obttitnte something that will pay bet 
ter. Yon may «»: What shall I sub- 
stitute ? That will depend somewhat 
on your soil. It your nil Is adapted to 
growing eon, 
yon may profitably anb-

every few years. 


Another source from which farmers 


can gather some benefit financially is 
the dairy. Although farmers sbjuld be 
careful not to keep too many cattle in 
the summer season so tbat those be bas 
will have good pasture. Two cov* in 
good pasture will pay .a well astbiee :n 
poor pasture; yet tbe winter or cooler 
seasons of tbe year is the time to nuke 
it pay. 
Bat winter dairying can neret 


be made a success unless tbe farmer 
will provide a warm bun for his cow? 
If be does not be must count bis profit* 
in pennies instead of dollars, became 
the cows will eat more and the flow ot 
milk will not be as «reat. 
There ia 


nolbmg better in tbe way of dry food 
for milk cows than good, sweet, bright 
corn-fodder. Tbe farmer who ia atten 
tive to his interests will provide plenty 
of It instead of letting it stand in the 
field nearly ail winter to get musty and 
rotten and then expects bis cattle to eat 
it and do well on it. 


As 
for 
grain foods, observation 


teaches us tbat corn and oats or brao 
is an excellent food, but should not be 
fed alone. Linseed meal or cotton seed 
meal fed with corn and oats or brao 
makes an excellent grain food for milk- 
cows. Tbe farmer wbo is careful to 
have good dry feed for his cattle will be 
as careful to have the best grain food 
-that tbe market affords. A good plan, 
»nd one practiced by some farmers, is to 
curry and brush the milk cows every 
day. 
If this is done tbere is no neces- 


sity in the world to let cows out of tbe 
atable in cold and stormy weather ex- 
cept to water. Tfte condition of cows 
thus treated and tbe reward tbe owner 
receives epeak for themselves. 


Another source from 
which the 


farmer can expect a pecuniary reward 
is raising bogs, but if he wants this to 
pay be must give tbem their share of 
his attention as well as everything else 
on his farm. Hog raising can be made 
very profitable to the farmer, and ia 
made so by someof them. 


With a small amount of attention 


poultry will [uy largely. Sot the kinds 
of Doultry we see around most farm 
buildings, but some good large breed of 
chickens and turkeys. A large cbicken 
or turkey will not eat much more than 
a scrnb, and when you »ant to sell you 
have something that will weigh and 
command tbe highest marker price. 
This is true also of stock. Tbe time 
has. come when the farmer wbo wishes 
to receive any profit from his sxwk 
must exchange bis dung hil! scrubs for 
fine large breed of cattle I have beard 
farmers say that they can not afford to 
get such high-priced stock. They Jo 
not think that when they have stock of 
tbat kind to sell they can command tbe 
tugboat price and get their money back 
with a good profit. Again they say if 
itock of that kind should die tbe loss 
would be ao much greater. This is true 
until they get a little start. After they 
have a start m raising good stock. !f 
they do meet with loss by death or some 
other misfortune tbe actual loss is no 
greater, if it is as great, as it would be 
tf they bad common suck ; for it is said 
by those who have good atock tbat they 
can raise tbem cheaper than they can 
tbe common stock. If you think it 
won't pay you to keep good stock, aak 
tbose who have them. 


Tbe time bas come, when, if farmers 


wish to succeed financially they must 
think, read, study aud experiment and 
then use all the intelligence tbey can 
command. When tbey have a chance 
to make some money without a loss in 
some other way, tbey must accept it 
evm if tbey must step aside frtm tbe 
regular routine of farming.

Cleveland has forwarded the following 
letter to Hon. Chauncey F. Black, Pres- 
ident of the National Association of 
Democratic Clubs: 


Executive Mansion Washington, April 


18, 1891.—Hon. Chauncey F. Black, 
President, &c.—My Dear Sir: I have 
carefully read the communication you 
lately placed in my hands setting forth 
the future purposes and present needs 
of the National Association of Demo- 
cratic Clubs. The achievements of this 
organization should be familiar to all 
who are interested in the continuation of 
Democratic supremacy and should enlist 
the encouragement of those who appre- 
ciate the importance of an effective dis- 
semination of Democratic doctrine. 


Your association has done much by 


way of educating our people touching 
the particular subjects which are recog- 
nized as belorging to the Democratic 
faith; but it seems to me that its best 
service has been an enforcement and 
demonstration of the truth that our 
party is best organized and most power- 
ful when it strives for principles instead 
of spoils, and that it quickly responds to 
the stimulus supplied by an enlistment 
in the people's cause. 


This acknowledgment of the important 


services rendered to the advancement of 
true Democracy suggests that the Na- 
tional Association of Democratic Clubs

WASHINGTON, April 20.—Representative 


Haider E. BOBD, of Fergus Fails, Otter Tail 
connty, Mian., a popnlist, introdnced a rei- 
olntion to-day in the House instructing the 
Secretary of W»r to provide within the Dis- 
trict of Colombia camping grounds and tents 
for all organized bodies of laboring people 
who may come within the District, and to 
see that their rights as citizens, organizations 
and individuate are respected and protected 
dnriag their stay here.

The miners strike for the restoration of 


the interstate wage agreement which was 
abandoned during the summer, first volun- 
tarily by a small number of miners in the 
Pittebnrg district and thus force a reduction 
in every competitive district in the United 
States. It is arlmitted by both sides that 
the success or failure of tbe whole strike 
depends on the outcome of the movement in 
the Pittsbnrg district.

Killed by Earthquakes.

ATHENS, April 28.-The destruction of 


1 fe and property by tbe earthquake shocks 
which have prevailed throughout Greece 
since Friday last baa been very great Peo- 
ple are panic-stricken, as tbe shocks still 
continue. All last night the oscillation of 
the earth wme noticeable. 
Thousands of 


persons spent the whole night in the streets, 
dreading that should they enter honses a 
more sever shock might brine the buildings 
down opon them. Telegraphic communica- 
tion with manv parts of the country is bad- 
ly interrupted. 
In three villages alone, 


Malesina, Proskin. am! Maitino, all in the 
province ot Locris, 129 perrons were killed. 
The mayor of Larymni telegraphs that a 
heavy sLotk occurred at PtaskiiM while 
vesper services were being held in the parish 
church, which was quite an old but substan- 
tial edifice. The walls of the church Ml 
burying all the worshippers in tho ruins 
hardly a person in the church escaping with- 
out injury.

WASHINGTON, April 20.1894. 


Editor of Compiler: The moreone stud-

public and private, said notei to be in de- 
nominations of one, two, five and ten dol- 
lars, and to be placed in a fnnd to be known 
as the 'General County Eoad Fund System 
of the tJaited States,' and to be expended 
solely for said purpose. 


"That it shnll be the duty of the Secre- 


tary of War to take cbarfie of the construc- 
tion of the said General County Road System 
m Ihe United States, and expend the sum 
of twenty millions of Dollars per month, 
pro rata with the number of miles ol road 
m each State and Territory in the United 
States. 


"That all labor other than that of the of- 


fice of the Secretary of War shall be paid by 
fhe day, and that the rate be not lees than 
one dollar and fifty cents per day for com- 
mon labor and three dollars and fifty cents 
per day for team and labor, and that eight 
hours per day shall constitute a day's 
labor." 


The second or non-interest-bearing bond 
bill provides : 


"That whenever any State, Territory, 


Connty, Township, Municipality or Incor- 
porated Town or Tillage deems it necessary 
to make any pnblic improvements, they 
shall deposit with the Secretary ot the 
Treasury of the United Stated a non-inter- 
est-bearing twenty-Sve-yetir Bond, not to 
exceed one-half the assessed valuation of 
the property in said State, Territory, Comi- 
ty, Township, Municipality or Incorporated 
Town or Village, and said Bond to be retired 
at the rate of fonr per cent, per annum. 


"Whenever the foregoing section of this 


act has been complied with, it shall be man- 
datory npon the Secretary of the Treasury 
of the United States to have engraved and 
printed Treasury Notes in the denomina- 
tions of one, two, five, ten and twenty dol- 
lars each, which shall be a full legal tender 
for all debts, pnblic and private, to the face 
wine of said Bond, and to deliver to said 
State, Territory, Connty, Township, Munic- 
ipality or Incorporated Town or Village,

TOLLMAN'S LAW UPSET.—The dispensary 


law, giving the State of South Carolina a 
monopoly of the liquor business in the State, 
has been declared unconstitutional by the 
Supreme Court ot the State. The law was 
passed at the instance of Gov. Benjamin E. 
Tillman and went ints effect Jnly 1, 1893. 


The opinion was delivered by Chief Jus- 


tice Mflver, Justice McGowan assenting, 
Justice Pope (the Tillman justice) dissent- 
ing. The decision was rendered in a com- 
posite case composed of a case originating in 
Darlington, testing the constitutionality of 
the dispensary law and appealed to the 
Supreme Court by the State authorities, and 
of several minor cases likewise appealed by 
the State 
The ground on which the law is 


declared nncoustitntional is that it creates a 
monopoly for the State. Justice Pope Bled 
a dissenting opinion uffii ruing the constitu- 
tionality of the law. 


The court decides after reviewing the case 


that in no view of the suit can the dispensary 
act be regarded as a police regulation of the 
bnsi.ness of selling intoxicating liquors, and 
that if it could he so regarded snch police 
F >wer does not include the power on the 
part ot the State to engage in carrying on 
such business.

We met a number of the citizens 
and found tbem as honest and kindly ae 
other men, both snppoiting the Gospel and 
ready t> receive more of it. 
There is a 


class there needing earnest Christian woik 
done among then. There is need for work 
which the better citizens are not doing, 
lint that ia tine of every .secluded commu- 
nity. The Valley is a little world in itself, 
situated in the heart ot the mountains. 
The roads from tbe settlements on either 
side wind throngh and over the the bills, 
hedged closely for much of the way with 
thick woods and nudergrowth. The houses 
along these roads leading into the Valley 
are few and far between. So it is a pleasing 
surprise on reaching the crest of the ridge 
over-looking Cold Spring Valley, to look 
down npon tbe farms below. 
One hnndred 


or more families live there thionghont Ihe 
year, seldom going beyond their rim ol 
hills. These people need stronger currents 
of commnniation with the outside world. 
Minds stagnate for want of thought circuit • 
tion. There is need of Christian work in 
the Valley, snch work n two earnest young 
men can do in co-operating with those who 
already f»ror the caose, and in carrying the 
Gospel to tbe doors cf those who have no 
knowledge of Christ

Tork Workmen Protm. 


YOBHI, April 18.—What threatened to be 


a storm of no small magnitude this morning 
has cleared away and peace reigns in the 
ranks of the unemployed workingmen, at 
least for the present 


About 200 men paraded the streets early 


to-day indignant that imported laborers 
should be employed on the street railway 
extention, on South Queen street, while un- 
employed York men seeking work were 
tn>nedaway. They marched to the Mayor's 
office, where they sought tbe Mayor to ad- 
dress them on the matter, which Mayor 
Loncks promptly refused to do, saying that 
he could do nothing bnt promise them all 
the work be can give them. He told them 
to go to President W. H. Lining, ot the 
street railway company, which they did. 
Mr. Lanins assured the men that York 
workmen would be given the preference, bnt 
as the rails fur the railway extension have 
not yet arrived it will be some time before 
the active work will begin. The imported 
laborers, who are now at work are what ia 
called a spike gang. They have been here 
for some days, it having been expected to 
begin work before this, bat as the iron has 
not arrived these men already on hand were 
allowed to prepare a r srtion of the street lor 
the rails, so as to avoid their be'ng idle. 
This is what the Yorkers saw this morning, 
and thinking that the contractors intended 
to employ nothing but tnreigi labor, they 
songht tbe remedy r.i above stated. 


Captain Lanins, iu ai_ interview ti-nigbt, 


said that it is the intention to give Yorkers 
the preference in their work, and ?<< soon as 
the material arrives they will be put to 
work.

Pumpkin Growing. 


EDS. 
COUSTBY GENTLEMAN—The 


use of pumpkins as a fall and winter 
food for cattle cannot be too highly 
recommended, and the fact that they 
are the cheapest and most easily raised 
of all our winter green foods is not gen- 
erally known, or at least not acted upon. 
Coming at a time when pasture is get- 
ting very short, and before the farmer 
wants to commence using his roots, they 
bridge the gap between summer pasture 
or soiling and winter barn feeding, and 
keep up the flow of mat which so often 
falls off about this time. 


Those who plant them usually drop 


just a few seeds in the hill with the 
corn, and let them take their chance 
and make something if they can. This 
13 wrong, for the pumpkin being a plant 
that requires a great deal of moisture 
and sun, does not get enough of either. 
The former it has to share with the corn, 
which also needs lots of moisture, es- 
pecially during the growing season, and 
the sunshine is shut off by the foliage of 
the corn; in addition to this there is 
very little land tnat is rich enough to 
support two crops. Pumpkins should 
be grown by themselves like other crops. 


-For a pumpkin patch choose a light 


soil. A sandy piece of bottom is just 
the thing, the richer the better, of 
course; though comparatively poor soil 
will do. After plowing and harrowing, 
lay it off in check rows ten feet each 
way. 
At each check dig a small hole 


and put in one or two forkfuls of ma- 
nure, or, which is quicker, throw out a 
double furrow with the plow, and then 
put your manure in the checks. The 
pumpkin, like corn, is a coarse feeder 
and does not need the manure to be 
thoroughly rotted, but makes large re- 
turns for a liberal application. Cover 
up the manure with three or four inches 
of earth, making a perceptible "hill." 
Sow four or five seeds in each hill as 
soon as danger of frost is over, which in 
this part is about the first of May. 
When in second or third leaf, thin to 
two plants in a hill, and if the ground is 
rich, they may with advantage be again 
thinned to one, when danger from the 
striped bug is over, about the time the 
plants begin to run. They should be 
cultivated alternate ways every conple 
of weeks till they begin to run, which 
will be in about two months from sow- 
ing, when they will very soon completely 
cover the ground, and so keep the weeds 
down themselves. 


The pumpkins should be gatheerd as 


soon as the first light frost has killed 
the leaves, and stored in a cool place 
where the frost will not reach the-n. A 
good plan is tfc put them on a barn floor, 
or other place, where they can be sorted 
as they are fed, using those first that are 
beginning to rot. "In this way they 
may be kept till the first or middle of 
January, where the thermometer does 
not fall below 15° or 2CP of frost. 


Besides being excellent food for cattle, 


hogs are very fond of them, and they 
are a great means of keeping them in 
health while being fattened. Sheap also 
eat them with relish when they get ac- 
customed to them.-Country Gentkman. 


Corn. 


Mr. Gould, of Ohio, writes in the 


Country Gentleman: 


If for field corn, it is a matter of doubt 


whether anything better for variety can 
be secured than the kinds that seem to 
have a natural adaptation to the special 
locality, and then make them superior 
because of superior conditions and care. 
Color has but little to do vyith value of 
corn, and a kind that is ready to cut up 
by Sept. 10 is better than earlier or later 
varieties, one year with another. We 
are strong in the faith that nothing is 
made by planting before settled weather, 
when the ground is warm enough to 
sprout and grow the plant from the hoe 
of the planter. In the preparation of 
the soil we, on our clayey lands, are in- 
clining towards a pretty firm seed-bed 
for it; so, with cutaway and harrow, 
we put on a 900-pound roller, and not 
only make the ground fine, but smooth, 
so that harrows and weeders can be 
used after planting, and encounter as 
little rubbish and the like as possible- 
then weed-killing may be done at the' 
sfcirt with tools that have a wide sweep 
and many teeth to do close work. If 
the ground is well worked before plant- 
ing, I can find no evidence, to show that 
beyond killing weeds and retention of 
moisture, the simple cultivation of corn 
is productive of any beneficial results, 
but this cultivation may do more or less 
damage by the severing of roots. 


With our average-sized growths of 


corn, there is no reason why the number 
of plants should be Kept at about 10,000 
four in a hill 4 feet apart each way, nor 
w^jr the corn should not be planted in 
drills 42 inches apart, and the kernels 
in the rowa 8 inches apart, and get some 
18,000 plants on an acre; and what is 
more, each plant would have a place of 
its own in which to grow. If corn is 
planted two inches in depth, with a 
planter that firms the soil about the 
seed, and in doing it makes a slight de- 
pression in the soil, the ground can be

Useful in Farming. 


THESE is one big thing in the chicken 


business—cleanliness. Dirt is the cause 
of lice, and disease, and keeps the air in 
the coop foul. If you want chickens to 
do well keep their roosting places and 
laying places clean. There is no better 
deodorizer than lime thrown around the 
coop or in the shape of white-wash, and 
it should not be applied outside of the 
house only but throughout the inside in 
every nook and corner. White-wash 
will kill lice and purify the air. 


BTTTTEK made from cows fed on sweet 


corn fodder has been found by experts 
to score in flavor three points higher 
than when fed on blue grass, or peas 
and oats, or on clover. The score under 
the feeding of sweet corn fodder is 45, 
wliile with the three latter only 42 each. 
Rape seems to effect flavor in butter, as 
in feeding it the score is but 39. 


THE New York Experiment Station 


decides that black raspberries can be 
made a prolitable farm crop when grown 
for evaporating purpose and gathered by 
the aid of the berry harvester, regardless 
of the proximity to markets. An aver- 
age yield with good culture is about 75 
to 80 bushels per acre. 


A TVUITEII in the Philadelphia Ledger, 


who has made a careful study of the 
subject of tree planting in cities and 
towns, gives the following list to select 
from and prefers (hem in the order 
given: Norway maple, sugar maple, sil- 
ver maple, linden, plane, catalpa, horse 
chestnut, paper birch and paulownia. 


EVEIIT farmer should have a pair of 


?ood, strong pruning shears. 
With 


them and good judgment he can keep 
every vine, shrub and small tree on the 
place, not only looking nice, but in good 
condition, free from suckers and un- 
necessary limbs. Does it not pay to 
keep the shrubbery around the house 
neat and clean just for looks, if for no 
other purpose. 


EARLY peas will sometimes fail to ger- 


minate when the ground is too cold, as 
the seed rots in the ground. In order 
to avoid disappointment in securing early 
peas a second planting of seed should be 
made as soon as the ground is warm. 


STRENGTH is not all that is required 


in a work horse. One that has a fast- 
walking gait and moves off rapidly with 
a load will always be in demand. There 
is a large field open for the introduction 
of a breed of fast walkers, with pedi- 
grees that permit tracing them to se- 
lected families. Size will also be desir- 
able, but size can also be secured at the 
same time. Some draught horses are 
too slow and clumsy for general work. 


IT is stated that the best way to test 


cabbage seed is to drop some on a hot 
stove. If the seeds burst and pop (like 
popcorn) they may be considered of good 
quality, and those in the package will 
germinate and produce'good plants. 


ONE or two acres of well selected and 


well cultivated fruits, says an exchange, 
will go far towards supplying the ordi- 
nary household expenses. A little land 
devoted to such purposes always makes 
an appreciable addition to the cash in- 
come, aud will repay the labor needed 
to procure it. 


WIDE tires should be used for heavy 


loads. They will not cut up the roads 
like narrow tires, and will also lessen 
the draught. The discussion of good 
roads should also include the subject of 
tires. 
— 


IT is no gain in time to plant seeds of 


tender plants too soon. In this climate 
there is danger of a light frost-as late as 
the middle of May, and the fine spring 
weather should not tempt too early 
planting, unless of varieties of vegetables 
that are not easily destroyed. 


BE sure to remove apple tree suckers; 


and do it in such a way as not to injure 
the tree, and not to leave stumps. A 
good way is to bend the sucker over and 
carefully pull it loose from the stump of 
the tree.

Bristles from Hogs. 


Bristles are only obtained from hogs, 


ana strange as it may seem, the United 
States, which 13 the largest hog-produc- 
ing country, is a very small bristle pro- 
ducer. The statement is made in the 
Pharmaceutical Era that for all bristles 
used by practical workman in painting, 
decorating, wliite-washing, varnishing, 
where satisfactory results are desired, 
and all beneficial toilet brushes, we are 
obliged to go to other countries to ob- 
tain our supply, American bristles are 
short, crooked, and only used for the 
cheapest kind of brushes, very largely 
in household brushes of low prices, and 
in small brushes, when finished attrac- 
tive results are not required. They are 
short, because the hogs are killed young, 
before the bristles have time to grow 
large, pork being the article sought by 
the growers, and bristles only an insig- 
nificant product. The are gathered in 
this country at the various large pack- 
ing establishments by contractors who 
buy the privilege of having men grab 
what bristles they can as the hogs pass 
along in being cleaned, after killing. A 
stated amount is paid per hog. The 
hair from the ridge of the animals back 
being the best, is secured first, and saved 
for brushmakers' use. The side hair is 
kept separate and used to mix in cheap 
grades of curled hair for upholsterers. 
Xearly all American bristles are gray, 
which makes them sell for leas than 
they would if white.
